no part of his family are safe on any 
part of the Coast of Africa.

The lesser number of mm 
die at six, nine, or eleven o'clock In the 
morning, and at cue and six in the af- 
ternoon, and at twelve at night.

Scutari, is commissioned by the Sul- 
tan, on the evacuation of Adrianople 
and Kirk-Kili^sa by the Russians,which 
is to take place at the same time, to oc- 
cupy both lhose, cities. 
It is to be re- 


marked, that the Porte, since it has 
been certain of the retreat of the Rus- 
sian army, looks forward with uneasi- 
ness lo the lime of its departure, and 
seems almost to wish that it would re- 
main longer. The Porte must be d a i l y 
'iiore and more sensible of the decay of 
its power, and ihe Siilinn I'eeK i > u t too 
wt'II t h a t he is d.'S'itule of all pinsiral 
•tnd moral means lo obtain due obe- 
riience from the nation. 


It is affirmed thai he has requested 


Count Diebitsch, through the Prussian 
Ambassador, to issue a proclamation 
before he leaves Adrianople, to exhort 
the Mussulmans to shew obedience lo 
their superiors, and respect for the 
laws. 
Count Diebilsch, however, is 


said to have declined this, out of res- 
pect for the Sultan, and to have wrillen 
to Baron Von Bnver, that such a step 
would tend rather to loosen t h a n to 
strengthen the bonds of obedience, and 
thai he should be apprehensive of af- 
fecting the dignity of the Sultan.— 
There is no doubt that the Mussul- 
mans, 
having 
become acquainted, 


through the Russian invasion.with the 
advantages which unimpeded civiliza- 
tion and itn udnunistra'ion founded on 
'.'.<; principles of equity and justice af- 
ford, will be u n w i l l i n g tc submit again 
to the arbitarv power of the Sultan and 
his satraps, and there are many rea- 
sons to apprehend, that after the depai- 
ture of the Russian troops, dangerous 
opposition may arise, by which the life 
of ihe Sultan may he exposed, and the 
iota! ruin of the Turkish empire ac- 
celersted. 
Hali Pacha is not to go to 


St. Petersburg, and this is looked upon 
as a fortunate circumstance, because 
his mission might have tended to con- 
fuse matters, rather than to settle them. 
The Porie has recched offers of loans 
from several quarters to enable it to 
pay military contributions, but it has 
not accepted one. 
It still flatters itself 


with contingencies, and lives in hopes, 
the emptiness of which is evident to 
every unprejudiced mind.—Serious 
disturbances are said to have broken 
out in Albania and Macedonia. Last 
night several Tariars were despatched 
to Salonichi and Epirus, with new in- 
structions for the Pachas.
